Hanilton, Canada: Lord Thomson said 
here that he would continue to pub- 


lish newspapers he had in ifrica as 


long as Press censorship and restreint 


The Cana- 
dian born publisher told a neeting of 
delegates from Canadian University 
newspapers that he had had trouble 
printing fair comment about African 
leaders and governnents in sone Coun- 
tries. He did not anplify beyond add- 
ing: "African *<polTticians 
are peculiar people. Unless you have 


their name in large type on the front 


page every day they think you-are ag 


ainst then! Lord Thomson said that 
people resfonsible for the Press in 
many new African countries lacked the 
necessary training and background to 
be pernitted free use of the Press. 


This resulted in much unreasonable 
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and irresponsible criticism in local 
African newspapers of the Governnents. 
He said thst in such cascs the Press 
should be prepared Fo acces} some. re- 
strictions on freedon, provided that 
newspapers had reasonable rights in 


reporting and interpreting world news.
